ETROIT, Sept. 8.—Some 
idea of why the larger 
motor companies appear anx- 
ious to get into the so-called 
light car field can~-be had 
from an examination of pas- 
senger car registrations for 
July. 

These show that out of 
308,455 passenger 
in forty-two states and the Dis- 
‘trict of Columbia, 217,321, or 70 
per cent., were either light fours 
or sixes; says a Dow, Jones report. 
When the sales of light cars pro- 
duced by companies which do not 
give their lighter models separate 
names, such as Chrysler and Nash, 
and when the several smaller com- 
panies’ cars are included, the total 
becomes still greater. 

The figure of 217.321 is made 
up solely of registrations of 
Ford, Chevrolet, Dodge, Essex, 
Star, Pontiac and Overland, 
only seven distinct cars, while 
there are fourteen so-called light
